The original 
owner, Charles Hen- 
ry Pearson, a coach 
man at the Ballard 
Vale Mill, lived there 
from 1894 until his 
death in 1914, and he 
willed it to his sec 
ond wife, Martha 
(Lawrence) Pearson, 
Upon her death in 
1926, it was inherited 
by Charles’ son, Roy 
Messer Pearson Sr., 
and, with his wife, he 
owned it from 1926 
until his death 40 
years later, 

Roy Messer Pear- 
son Sr. and his wife, 
Bessie May (Ricker) 
Pearson, were my 
paternal grandpar- 
ents. We knew them 
as Nana and 
Grampy. Some of my 
fondest childhood 
memories are associ- 
ated with their 
home. I enjoyed

school vacations and 
(thoroughly spoiled) 
endured childhood 
illnesses there. With 
my parents and sis- 
ter, I devoured innu- 
merable Sunday 
lamb dinners served 
by my grandmother 
from the wood stove 
in the dining room 
and, afterward, sat 
on my grandfather's 
lap in his favorite 
chair, safe and 


secure within the 
circle of his gentle 
arms. 

Some of the values 
taught within that 
cozy home took a lit- 
tle boy decades to ful- 
ly understand. 
Shelling peas with 
Nana from their veg- 
etable garden and 
“helping” Grampy 
carry in wood for the 
stove exposed me to 
the value of work. 


in 


From the frequency 
and regularity with 
which my parents, 
my sister and I visit 
ed them, and from 
the care my parents 
gave Nana during 
her final illness, | 
began to learn the 
value of family. 
When Nana. and 
Grampy died, I start- 
ed to comprehend 


why the values of 


some lives can be 
immortal and how 
love will endure at 
least as long as cher- 
ished memory. 

I don’t clearly 
remember the last 
time I saw Nana and 
Grampy, arm in arm, 
waving goodbye to 
us from the back 
porch of their home 
as my parents, my 
Sister and I drove 
away following a vis- 
it. I was little more 
than a boy then and 
didn’t understand 
that any farewell can 
be forever. 


But in the years 
that have passed, I 
have come to clearly 
appreciate the value 
they placed on love. 
Somewhat uncom- 
fortable with words, 
neither of them, to 
the best of my memo- 
ry, ever told me they 
loved me. They sim- 
ply let their actions 
speak for them, 
Those actions were 
more eloquent than 


any words because 
their grandson has 
always had as a trea- 
sured keepsake — the 
absolute, indelible 
knowledge that he 
was and is loved by 
two people who 
made 253 Andover 


St. their home. Nana 
and Grampy lived 
their love and left me 
that as their lasting 
legacy. 

Nana died in 1959 
and Grampy seven 
years later. Shortly 
after his death, a 


water pipe broke in 
the house, flooding 
the basement. Some- 
how it seemed time- 
ly: Their home had 
tears to mingle with 
our own.

PA pushes for black professors 


A new 
African-American master’s and 
Ph.D. degree candidates is expected 


in the next year due to the efforts of 


an institute started at Phillips Acade- 
my to recruit black students for 
careers in college and high school 
teaching. 

By the fall of 1998, the Andover 
Woodrow Wilson Institute for the 
Recruitment of Teachers will have 
placed more than 110 participants, 
including 60 black students, into 
graduate programs leading to mas- 
ter’s and Ph.D. degrees in the 
humanities and social sciences. 

The institute’s year-round pro 
gram provides black, Hispanic and 
Native American students with 
placement and financial support. 

An intensive four-week summer 
program prepares students for the 
rigors of graduate school (IRT pro 
vides a $1,000 stipend and covers 
travel, room and board) and guides 
students into graduate programs at a 
consortium of 20 colleges and univer- 
sities.

“There is a dire shortage of minor- 
ity students enrolling in graduate 
programs,” says Kelly Wise, director 
of IRT and former dean of faculty at 
Phillips Academy. “Yet, ironically, 
there is a great need now in colle- 
giate institutions, and also certain 
secondary schools, to hire minority 
faculty. Unless minority students are 
lured significantly into fields of edu- 
cation and graduate study, by 1995 
the recruitment problem will reach 
crisis dimensions.” 

The students will attend classes 
for seven hours a day and four hours 
on Saturdays and write at least three 
papers a week. They will be taught 
by black and minority faculty from 
the nation’s top schools. 

The IRT is valuable not only as a 
learning experience, but also for the 
opportunity it affords its students in 
finding role models in education who 
inspire as well as teach, Mr. Wise 
Says. 

“You get views from people of col- 
or and you can relate,” says Stacy 
Brown, a social work major at the 


University of Dayton interested in 
community development and teach- 
ing at the community college level. 
“It’s where you’ve been. You don’t 
have to explain things.” 

The IRT program is “a real call to 
service,” says former IRT student 
Lisette Nieves, now a Rhodes Scholar 
and faculty member this year. “The 
fact that you've benefited from role 
models ... you have a responsibility 
to pay that back. Being a teacher is a 
crucial way of contributing.” 

This year’s IRT faculty include the 
director of Brown University’s Insti- 
tute for Secondary Education and 


professors from the University of 


Wisconsin-Madison and University 
of Rhode Island. 

This summer’s program will run 
July 6 through Aug. 2 on the Phillips 
campus. The IRT is seeking funding 
to clone a second institute at Prince- 
ton University in 1993. 

The institute was established in 
1990 at Phillips Academy with contri- 
butions from academy alumni and 
regional business people.

Harold Parker Forest opens to campers July 1 


Massachusetts state forests and 
parks will be welcoming visitors soon 
in many cases earlier than previous 
years. The Department of Environmen- 
tal Management released the opening 
dates for nearly 100 state forests, parks, 
reservations, and recreation areas, 
including Harold Parker State Forest 
on the Andover line, which is slated to 
open to campers Wednesday, July 1. 

Supplemental budget funds ap- 
proved by the legislature and Gov, 
Weld in April are enabling the parks to 


open on time this year, after several 
years of delayed openings. The supple- 
mental funds cover the cost of seasonal 
staff necessary to operate the parks, 

DEM Commissioner Peter Webber 
indicated that state park fees will 
remain the same this year ($5 per vehi- 
cle for day use areas, $35 for a season 
pass) with one notable exception: a $2 
per night reduction in camping fees at 
certain off-peak times. 

“We've introduced this fee reduction 
as an incentive to get campers into the 


parks mid-week when the camp- 
grounds are not heavily utilized,” Mr. 
Webber said. 

Camping fees range between $8 and 
$12 per night, plus utilities. The $2 dis- 
count will be in effect Sunday through 
Thursday nights from each camp- 
ground’s opening day until June 18, 
and again from Aug. 13 until the camp- 
grounds close in the fall. 

Mr. Webber noted that visitors will 
find new bathroom facilities in some 
parks, and wheelchair-access improve- 


ments continue to be made throughout 
the park system. He reminded day viSi- 
tors that DEM’s carry-in/carry-out 
trash policy, introduced last year, is 
again in effect, Visitors will be asked to 
take home any trash they produce dur- 
ing their visit. 

“This results in a significant savings 
to taxpayers in reduced waste collec- 
tion and disposal costs at state parks,” 
Mr. Webber said. Carry in/carry out 
does not pertain to state campgrounds 
or ocean beaches.

The system was expanded to provide 
water for domestic consumption and 
fire protection. Initially, the transmis- 
sion system consisted of a suction 
main and pumping station at Haggetts 
Pond. The distribution system consist- 
ed of 20 miles of pipe varying from 4- to 
l4-inches in diameter, 152 fire 
hydrants, and 500 service connections. 
An open storage reservoir was con 
structed off of Bancroft Road with a 
capacity of 1.3 million gallons and pro 
vided fire protection to the service 
area. 


Post-World War II 

In 1941, a committee was appointed 
to develop a new master plan for water 
and sewage system improvements. The 
plan was delayed until 1944 when long 
range improvements were developed. 
The improvements consisted of a new 
transmission main from Haggetts Pond 
to the Bancroft Reservoir and new 
mains in the western part of the town. 
The master plan was revised in the 
mid-1950s to accommodate existing 
needs due to rapid population growth 
as well as future expansions. 

In spite of rigid water use restric- 
tions during the drought year of 1957, 
the water demand exceeded the safe 
yield of Haggetts Pond, which was 
drawn down excessively, An emergen- 
cy ground water supply well was put 
into operation. Based on ground water 
exploratory work conducted in 1957, 
three new wells were installed, Addi- 
tional ground water studies indicated 
that adequate ground water supplies 
were not available to meet Andover’s 
future needs. 

Also, the existing wells developed 
high iron and manganese levels that 
would require treatment for continued 
use. Accordingly, a long-range plan for 
additional surface water supply was 
recommended. 

This plan resulted in the construc- 
tion in 1967 of a small diversion dam 
and pumping station with the capacity 
of 10 million gallons per day, located at 
the mouth of Fish Brook at its junction 
with the Merrimack River. Also con- 
structed was 3 and 1/4 miles of trans- 
mission main from the pumping sta-

tion to Haggetts Pond. This project 
enabled about 90 percent of the total 
flow from Fish Brook to be diverted 
into Haggetts Pond, thereby increasing 
the safe yield of the pond. It was also 
recommended that the pumping sta- 
tion have a connection to the Merri- 
mack River to augment the pond with 
river water in the future. This would 
require the construction of a water fil- 
tration plant. 


During the 1950s, 1960s and 1970s, 
several storage and water main 
improvements were completed. In the 
1950s a one-million gallon storage tank 
for the western section of town (Wood 
Hill) was completed. An 800,000-gallon 
storage tank for the eastern section of 
town (Prospect or Holt Hill) was also 
installed. In the 1960s a six-million gal- 
lon underground reservoir was con- 
structed replacing the original Ban- 


croft Reservoir. In the 1970s a three- 
million gallon reservoir was construct- 
ed, serving the eastern part of the 
town. The last two closed reservoirs 
eliminated the original open reservoirs 
that were potential sources of pollu- 
tion. As a result of the 1956 and 1972 
master plans for water distribution 


system improvements, 150,000 feet of 


new water mains have been installed. 
The construction of Andover’s water 
filtration plant was completed in 1974 


and is situated on the south side of 


Haggetts Pond. The plant treats water 
from the pond that is augmented by 
Fish Brook and the Merrimack River. 


1980s to Present 

In 1986 a three-million gallon reser- 
voir located on Wood Hill was con- 
structed. Improvements to the water 
distribution system were ongoing. The 
largest improvement during the 1980s

was the expansion and upgrade of the 
water filtration plant from 12- to 24-mil- 
lion gallons per day capacity. The 
expansion was needed to satisfy pro- 
jected water demands and the upgrade 
was needed to satisfy aesthetic water 
quality issues and new forthcoming 
health water quality issues. This work 
would assure adequate treatment and 
capacity for the 21st century. The 
expansion and upgrade were complet- 
ed in 1990, 


Presently, the water distribution 
master plan has been updated that rec- 
ommended the replacement of the Ban- 
croft Booster Pumping Station and 
additional new water mains to improve 
the fire protection in the southern and 
eastern part of town. This plan also 
includes the beginning of the replace- 
ment of water mains that are more 
than 100 years old.

Margaret Litvin is one of three Mas- 
sachusetts high school students, and 
141 students nationwide, to be named a 
Presidential Scholar this year. She and 
the other designees will be honored 
during a trip to Washington, D.C., next 
week, June 13-18, with a White House 
ceremony. What Ms, Litvin can’t wait 
to see is what kind of company she’s in. 

“It's going to be hilarious. I’m look- 
ing forward to seeing what sorts of peo- 
ple win this,” Ms. Litvin said Monday, 
adding that she guessed that she’s nor- 
mal “most of the time.” A lot of the 
winners are scholars of the arts, she 
said. 


Ms, Litvin, 17, a graduating senior 
at Phillips Academy, is the daughter of 
Yuri and Maria Litvin, of Phillips 
Academy, 

She is five-foot, two-inches tall, with 
lively hazel eyes and curly brown hair 
that hangs past her shoulders, a rosy 
complexion and a quick smile. One 
gets the feeling she is comfortable with 
herself, confident without being cocky, 
and able to take things as they come. 

She thought of applying to several 
different colleges, and did to many, but 
pretty much settled on Yale a while 
back, A counselor told her early on, 
why don’t you just apply to Yale and 
get it over with, and she did, 

Questioned whether George Bush's 
having gone to PA and Yale might have 
had an effect on her being named a 
Presidential Scholar, Ms. Litvin 
laughed and said she hoped not. 

“Well, It’s true that I’m also going to 
Yale in the fall,” Ms. Litvin said. 


And she added that the coincidences 
go further, 

One of the factors in her selection 
was an essay students had to write, and 
she wrote hers on Henry L. Stimson, 
secretary of war during World War IL. 
Col. Stimson also went to PA and Yale, 
he spoke at George Bush's commence 
ment from PA, and a lot of his attitudes 
and expressed positions were reflected 
in President Bush's Persian Gulf poli- 
cies, according to Ms, Litvin, 

The coincidences go on, she said, 
but so far the only one she shares with 
the two men is their schooling. 

“T hope the Andover connection 
doesn’t have anything to do with being 
chosen, but it’s sort of funny,” she said. 

One of her PA teachers, Henry L. 
Herbst, a French teacher, will travel 
with Ms, Litvin to Washington next 
week and will be honored with a cer- 
tificate of excellence for being the 
teacher Ms. Litvin named as having 
the most influence on her. 

Ms. Litvin explained that she went 
from level-two to level-four French 
when she was in the 10th grade, skip 
ping level three, and was at first over- 
whelmed. Mr. Herbst was supportive

and encouraged her to stick it out. She 
did and last year spent a year abroad 
studying in France. 

Ms. Litvin is no stranger to travel or 
languages. She was born in Moscow. 
When she was 5 years old a “close knit 
Jewish community” in Montgomery, 
Ala., sponsored her family’s move to 
Montgomery. They later moved to 
Birmingham, then the Boston area and 
finally to Andover four years ago. Ms. 
Litvin said her grandfather still sends 
the people in Montgomery newspaper 
clippings of her every achievement. 


This summer, thanks to another 
award, Ms. Litvin will spend six weeks 
by herself in Italy, to complement her 
Italian studies. She had planned to go 
to Italy anyway, but just didn’t know 
how she was going, or how to pay for it. 

“So now I know,” she said. 

She still speaks Russian, having 
learned it growing up and because her 
parents continued speaking Russian 
around the house after moving to the 
United States so her younger brother, 
Aaron, 10, would learn it as well, 

She was involved in a lot of 
extracurricular activities, but has cut 


out most of them. 

“I play classical guitar,” she said. 
And she enjoys search and rescue. a 
sport at PA that involves orienteering, 
backpacking, camping, ropes courses 
and climbing. She climbed the outside 
of the bell tower at PA using ropes, and 
rappelled off as one of the activities. 

“We also did some rock climbing 
down in Den Rock Park in North 
Andover,” she said. 

She liked attending PA, but said it is 
not for everybody. 

“T'd go to PA again. For me it’s defi 
nitely the right place,” Ms, Litvin said. 

She was a day student living at 
home. If she had been a boarding stu- 
dent, it may have been a different sto- 
ry, she said. One problem is that PA is 
a lot like college for the boarding stu 
dents, and some of them are just 14 
years old. For a lot of people it isn’t the 
right place and they aren’t happy at the 
school, Ms, Litvin said. 

“But for me it was and I am,” she 
said. 


The six weeks in Italy this year will 
be the first time Ms. Litvin has been 
away from her mother for more than a 
month, When she came to PA her 
mother was hired as a mathematics 
teacher at the school and her family 
lived here. When she went to school in 
France last year her mother went 
along as a math teacher for the Ameri- 
can students. It’s a big joke in her fami- 
ly right now that every time she goes 
away, Mom goes along, Ms. Litvin said. 
But she won’t be followed to Yale. Her 
mother will stay at PA at least until 
Aaron is out of high school. 

Her dad could always move his 
Wilmington-based computer software 
consulting and engineering firm to 
Connecticut to keep an eye on his 
daughter. But in any case, she won't be 
completely alone. 


“My best friend is at Yale right now. 
And another best friend is going to be 
at Columbia,” Ms. Litvin said.

ing,” said Rev. Diamond. 

“It made perfect sense to me, to us. 
that there be some preparation for peo 
ple entering into marriage,” he said. 
Two-career family 

Ms. Diamond is a lawyer for the 
Massachusetts Senate’s House Ways 
and Means Committee. She and her 
husband have two sons, Chris, 12. and 
Jeff, 9. Because of family and career 
responsibilities of her own, Ms. Dia- 
mond and her husband had to design a 
flexible pre-marriage counseling 
schedule. They meet with couples two 
on two one night each week and with 
groups of engaged couples one Sunday 
every few months. 

Ms. Diamond said this is her contri- 
bution to the Christ Church communi- 
ty, one that she can balance with her 
career and family. 

Both believe their experiences with 
balancing marriage, career and family 
give them a unique perspective when 
offering pre-marriage counseling. 

When a couple decides they want to 
be married at Christ Church they sign 
up for a Sunday group session. Both 
the man and the woman are asked to 
fill out two questionnaires of multiple 
choice questions that will help Rev, 
and Ms. Diamond understand their 
personality characteristics and their 
communication styles. 


How it works 

The first meeting the Diamonds 
have with engaged couples is a group 
session comprised of anywhere from 
four to seven couples. Besides drawing 
from.their own experience as husband 
and wife, the Diamonds also use 
responses from two questionnaires, 
The questionnaires are the Meyers- 
Briggs assessment indicator and “Pre- 
pare,” a survey created by two Luther 
an ministers who were part of the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota psychology staff. 
Rev. Diamond became familiar with 
the Prepare inventory while he was the 
school’s chaplain. 

Both Rev. and Ms. Diamond don’t 
like to use the word “test” when they 
talk about the two questionnaires, 

“The word ‘test’ isn’t really the best 
way to describe them,” said Rev. Dia- 
mond. 

“There really is no right or wrong 
answer. When we ask couples to fill out 
the questionnaires we ask them to do it 
in different rooms so they don’t com- 
pare responses and won't be concerned 
with scores,” added Ms. Diamond. 

The main objective of the Meyers- 
Briggs survey is to identify personality 
characteristics. Once these have been 
identified, couples can reduce the con- 
flict that can result when people with 
different characteristics try to commu- 
nicate. 

For example, said said Rev. Dia- 
mond, some people process informa- 
tion in an objective, analytical style. 
They lead with their thoughts, he said.

Others process information with 
their feelings. If a feeling person and a 
thinking person exchange ideas with- 
out recognizing each other’s personali- 
ty characteristics, a feeling person may 
be wounded by what they consider an 
overly cold and analytical attitude by 
the thinking person. A thinking person 
may see the feeling person as a “wishy 
washy,” he said. 

“By recognizing that someone is dif- 
ferent you can learn to communicate 
without pushing your own personality 
preferences on them,” Rev. Diamond 
said. 

Ms. Diamond said learning about a 
future spouse’s communication style 
gives couples a new way of approach 
ing communication, She said couples 
find it reassuring when they recognize 
each other's differences and are able to 
talk about them without labeling the 
differences as right or wrong. 

At first Rev. Diamond said he wasn't 
too enthusiastic about the Prepare 
inventory because it was a computer 
analyzed multiple choice test. But after 
learning more about it, he said he 
found that it helped identify the per- 
sonality traits and communication pat- 
terns of engaged couples and reduced 
the number of follow-up visits minis- 
ters have with engaged couples. 

Since 1971, when they first began 
pre-marriage counseling, the Dia- 


monds have counseled hundreds of 


couples. 

“Since 1981 (when he first joined the 
Christ Church parish), we've filled 
four filing draws worth of couples,” he 
said, which is more than 250 couples. 

When a couple signs up for pre-mar- 
riage counseling at the Christ Church 
office on Central Street, they are asked 
to take both the Prepare and Meyers- 
Briggs inventories. They will then join 
a group of other engaged couples for a 
three-hour, Sunday group session at 
the church. 

During the group session, the Dia- 
monds discuss everything. from how 
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The Diamonds perform marriage counseling

music they'd like to have played at 
their ceremony. 

“There are always some people who 
are nervous or who don’t want to be 
there. We go around the room and ask 
couples how they met and their first 
impressions of each other. It’s a real 
ice breaker,” said Ms. Diamond. 

“Those who were apprehensive at 
first begin to relax. They are genuinely 
survrised when it turns out to be fun,” 
she said. 


Marriage expectations 
Another area the Diamonds talk 


about with couples is expectations of 
marriage and of their spouse. One of 


the most common, unrealistic expecta- 
tions couples have, especially younger 
couples, is that “marriage will change 
everything, and everything will be 
wonderful once they’re married. And 
that time will make everything that 
was once difficult, easy,” he said. 


The Diamonds said they have seen’ 


less of that in the last decade than dur- 
ing the ’70s when they first began pre 
marriage counseling at the University 
of Minnesota. 

“People are not getting married as 
young as they did when Barbara and | 
first began doing this. Couples today 
bring more life experiences to their 
marriage,” he said, naming more dat- 
ing and live-in relationships before 
becoming engaged. 

Ms. Diamond said she doesn’t 
believe there are many more people 
who live together today than did 10 or 
15 years ago. 

“T just think they are more honest 
about it when asked,” she said. 

Another area the Diamonds discuss 
with the couples is conflict resolution 
and they counsel people not to be 
afraid of arguing. They also talk about 
rules for arguing. 

Some of those rules include using no 
abusive language, keeping the dialog 
open until both feel the other has lis- 
tened to his/her opinions, and under 
standing and respecting each other’s 
point of view. e 

“Two independent, thinking adults

are bound to have differences of opin- 
ions on many things. It is unreason- 
able to think that they will always see 
eye to eye on everything,” said Rev. 
Diamond. 

The Diamonds also request that the 
couples design a budget. Money, they 
agree, is one of the most common top- 
ics married couples fight about. Ms. 
Diamond's basic advice for couples in 
this department is to share responsibil- 
ity in designing and sticking to a bud: 
get. She said money sometimes 
becomes a symbol of other problems, 
such as power struggles in the relation: 
ship. 

There have only been a few occa- 
sions in the hundreds of pre-marriage 
counseling sessions that Rev, Diamond 
has advised couples not to marry. One 
instance he can remember was about 
20 years ago. During the private coun- 
seling session, Rev. Diamond said he 
looked across the table and asked the 
groom-to-be, “You really don't want to 
get married, do you?” The young man 
responded, “No,” 

Another time the Diamonds were 
discussing marriage and wedding 
plans with a couple and realized the 
process was overwhelming the man 
and woman. 

“At that time we asked them what 
would happen if you waited six 
months,” he said. 


Making it work 

One bit of advice the Diamonds give 
to couples is to “build time into the day 
to talk to each other, face to face, with- 
out any distractions. 

“We always have had a mid-week 
date,” said Rev. Diamond. 

“We schedule in time apart from our 
children and our jobs. We don’t let our 
jobs and outside responsibilities live 
us,” he said. 

After Rev, Diamond performs the 
marriage ceremony for a couple, he 
extends an open invitation for the man 
and wife to return if they wish to talk 
about the ups and downs of life togeth- 
er. : 

“Sadly enough, very few people have 
taken us up on this offer,” he said, 


‘There are always some people who are nervous or 
who don’t want to be there.

He is sitting on 
his Grampy’s lap “in his favorite 
chair, safe and secure within the cir- 
cle of his gentle arms.” We can feel 
the safety of his large arms and per- 
haps the worn fabric on the over- 
stuffed arm chair. It is a lovely por- 
trait, one we all would do well to 
remember today when the world 
sometimes seems to be fighting close 
family pictures. 

Mr. Pearson writes of learning the 
value of work by helping shell peas 
or move wood; he writes of seeing 
his grandparents, arm in arm. 

Today, we are reading of arson, 
murder, punishment to the environ- 
ment, loss of morality and other 
frightening ideas. We welcome the 
stories by Mr. Pearson and Ms. 
Clark.

We want day 
care at night 


Editor, Townsman: 

We would like “Day Care at Night” 
So parents with school-age children can 
attend Andover Town Meeting, “Day 
Care at Night” is no longer a conve- 
nience, but a necessity. 

Parents with school-age children 
want to address school issues like 
classroom repair, school renovation. 
annual budgets and bond authoriza 
tions which come up at Andover Town 
Meeting. These issues not only affect 
our pocketbooks, but also our chil 
dren’s education, 

“Day Care at Night” would make it 
easier for parents with school-age chil 
dren to attend Andover Town Meeting. 
Which is held during school nights. 
Parents can’t just leave school-age chil 
dren home alone to attend Town Meet 
ing, 

It is hard to get a baby sitter on a 
school night. Baby sitters don’t work 
on school nights because they them 
selves are school children. Also, quite 
often, one of two parents travel as a 
part of their normal job responsibility. 
Under such conditions, it is difficult 
for the remaining parent to attend 
Town Meeting without “Day Care at 
Night.” 

We propose that if a portion of the 
Andover High School adjacent to the 
Collins Center were made available. 
we would make “Day Care at Night” 
possible. Parents attending Town 
Meeting would feel comfortable know 
ing that their children were being 
cared for next door. 

Four suggestions: We want to orga 
nize some simple, but effective pro 
grams, for “Day Care at Night.”

program would be not only fun, but 
also educational, 

4, For serious students, a “Home- 
work Area” would be a quiet spot to 
study. 

The town of Andover is well 
equipped to run “Day Care at Night.” 
The town of Andover routinely handles 
major programs for town citizens like 
training baby-sitters through the 
Andona Society, publicizing big public 
events like Arts in the Park and run- 
ning summer recreation programs like 
Camp Shawsheen. 

Although a new idea for us, the town 
of North Andover already offers day 
care at night for school-age children at 
their town meetings. 

Simple snacks like popcorn and 
Juice drinks could be made available 
for night-time nourishment. If we get 
enough support, we could offer an “Ice 
Cream Smorgasbord,” a fun event for 
the children attending “Day Care at 
Night.”

The small amount of student partici- 
pation disappointed Amy. Initially she 
was constantly approached by students 
who wanted to walk.

It is possible that just not enough 
students were informed of Amy’s plan, 
Freshman Tom Gawlik said that he 
had not heard of the 1992 AIDS walk, 
but when asked if he would have 
joined in, had he known the facts, he 
answered with a strong “yes!” 

But the faculty seemed to know 
what was taking place. Shirley 
Tripoli, a nurse’s aide, knew that such 
an event was being planned, and felt it 
was a “terrific idea.”

ing he was passed over for promotion 
back in 1986 because of his union activ- 
ities.

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He works 50

It’s a Shame. Robert Wood has a 
problem. He used to love food. But now 


he can’t even stand to look at some of 


It. 

“T always loved food. I’d eat con 
stantly,” said Mr. Wood. “But (now) 
your basic foods, I do get sick of look- 
ing at.” 

Then again, what else could be 
expected from a man who works 50 to 
60 hours a week in a kitchen preparing 
meals? 

Robert Wood is a chef at the 
Andover Marriott in West Andover. 
Although he is currently handling ban 
quets for the hotel, he has been cooking 
for quite some time. In fact, the 21-year- 
old started working in kitchens while 
he was still at Doherty Junior High. 

“My first job started me in a restau 
rant as a dish washer,” he said of his 
beginning at the Andover Country 
Club. “I started to see the different 
entrees and I started getting interest- 
ed.” 

It was an interest that caused him to 
go to Johnson and Wales, a two-year 
school in Providence as renown for its 
culinary school as Mr. Wood hopes he 
will be for his show pieces. Although 
he was also accepted at the Culinary 
Institute of America, Mr. Wood decided 
fo engage in overt kitchen activity at 
Johnson and Wales. 

“The reason I picked Johnson and 
Wales was because I had known a cou 
ple of people who went down there,” he 
said. “It was only about an hour away; 
| could keep my job at the Marriott and 
go to school.” 

Of course, that would mean a cut in 
the number of hours a week he could 
work. Mr. Wood cut his hours to 20 or 
25 per week, worked mostly on the 
weekends. Not exactly a big breather 
for the Andover High graduate. 

So, for three years he traveled back 
and forth from the small culinary cam 
pus in Providence to the Marriott in 
Andover. 

Johnson and Wales’ cooking campus 
has two buildings, one for the kitchens 
and one for the more academic cours- 
es, and the school is run on a tri- as 
opposed to a semester-basis. Students 
spend two of their trimesters in 
kitchens and waiting on other students 
(or at the back and front of the house, 
respectively, as Mr. Wood likes to call 
it), and spend the third studying such 
table-top topics as food and beverage 
cost control, menu planning and sani 
tation, as well as the traditional areas 
of math and English. 

“There are no electives there at all,” 
said Mr. Wood. “Everyone takes exact- 
ly the same courses. So you'll go 
through your Oriental and internation- 
al cuisine, all your cuisines... Every 
class runs seven to 10 days and then 
you move on.” 

In addition to their aforementioned 
studies, students at Johnson and Wales 
must take mixology in other words, 
bartending. Each class lasts about sev- 
en hours, and when not in the kitchen 
preparing dishes with about 15 other

students, students wait on others in the 
dining areas. 

“You feel like you’re in a regular 
restaurant,” said Mr. Wood. “Everyone 
gets a shot at it.” 

But few of the nearly 1,000 students 
who graduated with Mr. Wood this 
spring had the type of shot he had with 
the Marriott right out of college. 

“In this field there’s so much you 
can do, It’s not just being in the back or 
the front of the house,” said Mr. Wood. 
“It’s so hard to get a job now. Say when 
you graduate, there isn’t an opening in 
the back of the house, you’re prepared” 
to do sales or schedule functions and 
the like 

Fortunately, this new chef has been 
able to work in the “back of the house.” 
Plus, as one of Marriott four banquet 
chefs, he has even been free to “go 
house” with a few creative ideas of his 
own. 

“You're always trying to get that 
idea that no one else has come up 
with,” he said. 

As it turns out, it is on the holidays 
that he really gets a chance because he 
and the other chefs must come up with 
their own show pieces. Mr. Wood is 
generally proud of his work, which 
takes about three or four hours to pre 
pare. 

“T usually take a picture of every 
show piece I do,” he said. “Sometimes 
you get mind block and you say, ‘What 
do you want to do with this?’ So you 
look at your pictures and you might 
take a little off of this and a little from 
that.” 


Apparently his choices of pinches 
and dashes have been fairly successful 
as he seems in high demand at the 
hotel, 

“An average week for hours is prob 
ably 50. I'd say the most I ever worked 


was 72,” he said. “The past two months, 


because it was prom season and a lot of 


people get married in the spring, it’s 
been busy... Last week I did 64.” 

In addition, Mr. Wood was named 
Associate of the Month last November 
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y hours cooking

and recently finished a six-month class 
to become a quality certified trainer. 
As a QCT he can train any new 
employee for a particular job. 

All of which is not to say that life, 
since he took a position with the Mar 
riott as a hot prep cook responsible for 


soups and sauces, has been a bowl of 


cherries or even of white fish 
mousse, as the case may be. 

“I’ve burnt my share of food before. 
As a matter of fact, Saturday night | 
had spent about two and a half hours 
making tricolored mousse,” which con 
sists of chocolate, vanilla and raspber 
ry mousses, said Mr. Wood. “There 
were probably about 100 that I had 
made. I picked up the tray and lost 
about 35 of them. The whole tray just 
went over.” 

Eating out has become much more 
difficult for the chef. For one, working 
from six or seven in the morning to 10 
at night doesn’t leave much time for 
him to relax with a fine meal of his 
own. But it also seems that along with 
the chefs hat has come a palate nearly 
equal in finickiness to Morris’, 

“You notice everything when you go 
out. Particularly after being at John 
son and Wales and having the opportu 
nity to serve the front of the house,” he 
said. “I’m always critiquing the food, 
always. You pick up the little things 
that the average person wouldn't.” 

Even his parents haven't been able 
to enjoy his cooking neither a 
sauteed supper nor even a paultry pate 
have crossed their lips. 


“All of my parents’ friends think 
they eat like kings and queens and 
they're like, ‘He never cooks for us,’” 
he said. “Because I work so much I 
don’t have much time for myself; I 
don’t cook at home.” 

Fortunately for frequent customers,

though, he does plan to continue cook- 
ing up meals at the Marriott. Although 
he might want his own restaurant 
some day, he sees that as a long way 
off. 

“I wasn't really sure what I wanted 
to do about a year ago. But right now I 
want to stay with the Marriott and 
move right up the corporate ladder. 
Hopefully, ll be executive chef some 
day.” 

Of course by that time he might hate 
food all together. 


Mr. Wood is sharing a couple of 
recipes with readers: 


Rob’s tequila citrus shrimp 
8 jumbo shrimp 
2 tbs. clarified butter 
3 oz. tequila 
1/4 tsp. minced garlic 
1/4 tsp. black ground pepper 
1/4 tsp. salt 
1 1/2 oranges juiced 
2 limes juiced 


Heat butter in saute pan until hot. 
Add shrimp until slightly under 
cooked. Add garlic, reduce heat to 
medium, Stand back, add tequila, let 
flame 80 to 45 seconds. Add juices, salt 
and pepper and reduce heat for one to 
two minutes. Add cream and let boil 
until reduced to a thick sauce. *

Recently I had the pleasure of 


attending the press luncheon at 
the Andover Inn, which was the 
kick off for its White Asparagus 
lestival being held through June 
24, 

We viewed an informative 
video presentation about the sow- 
ing, harvesting and distribution 
of white asparagus. Henry 
Broekhoff, Andover innkeeper, 
was the narrator. 


This was followed by a demon- 
stration by the inn’s chef of the 
proper cooking and eating tech- 
niques involved when this delica- 
cy is a part of your menu. 


The climax was a buffet lun- 
cheon consisting of “white gold” 
(the name given to white aspara- 
gus) with clarified parsley butter 
and Dutch ham. 


Mr. Broekhoff said that this 
was the most typical way to serve 
white asparagus in Holland, 


Poached salmon, slices of hard- 
boiled eggs and smoked salmon 
were also included with a special- 
ly chosen Riesling wine, 


Since white asparagus are usu 
ally not grown in the United 
States because of our climatic 
conditions, they are generally not 
available fresh unless they are 
flown in from Europe. That's just 
what the Andover Inn did for the 
festival: flew in the asparagus. 


Some of the white asparagus 
selections on the lunch and din- 
ner menus at the inn now are 
Asparagus en Croute with hol-
